Left to 


Women Delegates at Tory 
Convention Seek Equality

OTTAWA, Oct. 1.—(BUP) 
~The fourth national conven- 
tion of the Progressive Con- 
servative party adjourned at 
one p.m., 11 a.m., Edmonton 
time today and left what 
promised to be a coftroversial 
discussion on eenes Com- 
munists hanging until after 
the luncheon recess. 

Earlier, a series of women epeak- 
ers stood up to affirm their right 
to take a vastly more prominent 
part in handling the nation’s af- 
fairs. 

The women’s apparent determina- 
tion resulted in a resolution af- 
fecting women being taken from 
where it was buried half way down 
the agenda and lifted to proml- 
nence as part of the party's “gen 
eral principles.” 

It read; “We will give practical 
application to the principle of 
equality of women and mén in all 
the responsibilities of government.” 


FOREIGN POLICY 

First planks to be hammered into 
the party's revamped ‘platform 
dealt with “unswerving loyalty to 
His Majesty the King” and a six- 
point stand on foreign policy. 

They stressed the party's “belief 
that the future of this Dominion as 
a free nation can best be assured 
as a member of the British Com- 
mohwealth of Nations,” which

road position, 

Instead, the set of propositions 
which the resolutions committee 
drafted set the party compass stead- 
fastly to the right. By the retention 
of a liberal social security section 
it aimed at avoiding any suggestion 
of reaction,

Until recent years it has been 
accepted as the fact that higher 
Wages must mean higher prices 
There may be exceptions to this 
general rule but, broadly speak- 
ing, it holds true 

In recent years, however, the 
effect of wage increases upon 
prices has been questioned by the 
CCF and the Communists. The 
Jatter may be disregarded as 
being not a political entity but 
Tather a group of mischief-makers 
not really concerned about get- 
ting higher wages but intent upon 
provoking industrial unrest and 
weakening this country, But the 
CCP, being a political party with 
pretensions and, indeed, some 
¢laim to national recognition, ean- 
not be let off so summarily, 

The CCF in consistently sup- 
porting wage increases has sought 
to appease public indignation 
against higher prices by insisting 
that they should be paid out of 
profits and not becqme a charge 
on the public, This being so, the 
attention of the CCF and the pub- 
lic generally is directed to the 
statement made by Sir Stafford 
Cripps to the British Trade Union 
Conference at Margate, Sir Staf- 
ford said: 

“In 1947 corporation profits dis- 
tributed as dividends amounted 
to 320 million pounds after de. 
duction of the tax. (This Is a 
rough provisional estimate and 
may be altered when a more 
exact figure has been worked 
out, but the change will not be 
large enough to affect the point 
I am making.) This 320 million 
pounds compares with a total for 
wages after deduction of a tax of 
3.261 million pounds, and for sal- 
aries on the same basis of 1,435 
million pounds, So the figure of 
profits distributed by corpora- 
‘tions is about one tenth of the 
total of wages and about a 
fifteenth of wages and salaries 
combined.”

The situation is no different in 
Canada in spite of the constant 
references to profits as a source 
for higher wages at the recent 
CCF eonvention in Winnipeg and 
similar statements by Mr. Cold- 
well and his followers in the 
House of Commons last session. 
The total of all salaries, wages, 
and supplementary Jabor income 
in Canada in 1947 (Bureau of 
Statistics reports) was $6,111 mil- 
lion, The profits of the 411 big- 
gest companies in the same year 
(Bank of Canada reports) were 
$393 million, The figures for all 
Canadian companies are not 
available but doubling that for 
the 411 companies would err un- 
doubtedly on the side of an 
over-estimate, Taking that figure, 
however, it can be seen that the 
ratio of profits to income is ap- 
proximately one to ten, or much 
the same as the British figure. 


Thus, if the same process were-° 


applied to Canada; it would 
mean almost nothing on the pay 
cheque of the Canadian worker, 
Despite Sir Stafford's warning, 
some 5,000,000 British workers are 
today pressing for wage increases 
aggregating $600 million per year, 
These increases, the Labor go- 
vernment of the United Kingdom, 
as represented by Sir Stafford, is 
doing its utmost to resist,

Here in Canada, where a sub 
stantial inflation exists and where 
further wage increases are im 
pending similar warnings to

all necessary for farmers to wait 
until a highly gentralized light 
and power company, private or 
state owned, is ready to deliver 
light and power in rural areas, 
It does not matter where the 
farm may be, electricity is avail- 
able for all the light and power

All one has to do is write to 
any manufacturer of electrical 
equipment, state one's require- 
ments and ask if they can suppiy 
the necessary plant to provide 
the light and power required. 
Back by return mail will come 
a reply stating they will be

pleased indeed to supply a plant 
which will electrify a trapper's 
cabin, a farm, hamlet, town or 
cliy anywhere, be it within or 
without the arctic circle, The 
problem of rural electrification 
was solved decades ago. 

The problem is “How can the 
farmer pay for this plant?” 
That is a problem the farmer 
will solve himself if he is per- 
mitted to spend his own money 
as he sees fit. As matters stand 
today, individuals who have 
gained power, abuse this power 
by forcing farmers (and the 
public) to hand over to them by 
direct and indirect taxes almost 
all the profits of their labors. 
These power maniacs then take 
out of this Jack-pot of money, 
sufficient to enable them to live 
in economic security, The rela- 
tively small balance is spent (in 
their imaginary wisdom) to far 
greater advantage than could 
those who earned the money.

Dean Acheson, former under- 
secretary of state for the United 
States, declared in a speech be- 
fore the Michigan state bar associ- 
ation yesterday that the tide has 
turned against the Russian drive 
for greater power, 

“The difficulties, the dangers, 
the crises have not disappeared,” 
said Acheson, “The Russian ef- 
forts to consolidate and extend 
their power have not ceased— 
they may be intensified, 

“But the tide has turned and ts 
running against them.” 

Your correspondent must hail 
that analysis as there certainly 
is plenty of evidence that the 
Communists have seen their best 
days. 

On the face of it the Commu- 
nists made heavy gains during 
and since the war, However, | 
believe time will show that most 
of these gains are more apparent 
than real, because many of them 
have been achieved, not by con- 
version to the ism but by trickery 
and force, There's bound to be 
a reaction in due course 

The case of Czechoslovakia is 
typical evidence. She hasn't been 
converted to Communism, and 


she will strike for her freedom 
when the opportunity arises. 

The Reds had easy picking for 
a long time, gobbling up help- 
less countries occupied by Soviet 
troops. But now the Communist 
offensive in Europe has bogged 
down in the face of resistance by 
the democracies who refuse to 
follow the appeasement trail to 
Munich, 

That's why we see the Russians 
now trying to gain their ends in 
Germany by taking calculated 
chances of precipitating war. 
They don't want war, but are 
desperate enough to gamble 

Of course the Communists have 
sold an ideological bill of goods 
in many countries. Their chief 
success, however, has been in tak- 
ing advantage of economic dis- 
tress. Folk who are suffering pri- 
vation often are ready to gamble 
politically in an effort to get re- 
lief and so the Communists have 
sold their mess of pottage as good 
roast beef. 

The Communists are straining 
every nerve to keep thelr world 
revolution going and the fight 
between Communism and democ- 
racy is far from over, However, 
the tide of battle has turned, 


practical purposes four (or at 
most five) planks are ample. For 
example: 

(1) The unity of Canada. 

(2) The unity of the Common- 
wealth, 

(3) Government by  Parlia-

She's simply too lazy, We 
think too many wives surround 
themselves in the small detail of 
their home and let the rest of the 
world go by,

10. We differ on the responsi- 
bility in creating a pleasant at- 
mosphere in the home. I think 
the onus is on the wife to make 
things agreeable when the man 
Staggers in from his job. My wife 
thinks it should be a 50-50 propo- 
sition since the wife, too, has had 
her day's problems, We agree, 
however, that too many husbands 
and wives are painstakingly 
friendly and charming with un- 
important acquaintances and then 
cross as cinnamon bears with 
each other, 


11. To many couples let them- 
selves go in appearance.
